A Feasible Immigration Scheme. 
Colonel Carey W. Styles, who has re- 

cently become editorially connected with 
the Waycross leporter, is engaged fn 
elaborating an immigration scheme 
which is by all odds the most promising 
that has yet been offered. It is promis- 
ing, because it is simple, practical and 
practicable Colonel Styles has already 
interested the railfoad companies ol 
southern Georgia in the plan, and he has, 
in a manner, become their agent. Tuis 
plan is for land-owners along. the lines of 
the railroads in that sectien to pool 
to the railway company all lands 
they may be willing to dispose of 
to actual settlers, the lands to be 
surveyed in lots of fifty or one hundred 
acres, a8 desired, by the company, and 
each alternate lot fo be pledged by the 
owner in writing under seal, for sale or 
donation to such immigrant or immi- 
grants as may be induced to settle there- 
on within a specified time by the compa- 
ny. If the number of-acres thus pooled, 
or transferred under a simple bond for 
titles, be suflicient to justify the effort 
and the expenditure, the railroad compa- 
. ny, will cause to be made the necessary 
surveys and maps, and have the same 
duly advertised in proper form for domes- 
tic and foreign distribution; and will 
offer all reasonable facilities and attrac- 
tions to induce immigrants to come and 
occupy each alternate lot so surveyed and 
set apart, the owner to retain the remain- 
ing alternate lot for sale or settlement at 
his option. 

Colonel Styles, in 
scheme, will visit every accessible point 
for the purpose of conferring with land 
owners and explaining the details of his 
‘plan, but in the meantime, he would be 
glad if those interested would write him 
at Waveross, giving the number of acres 
they will be willing to pool and where

Owing to the different methods of as- 
sessment this table may not be accurate, 
but it is uadoubtedivy an approximation 
of the real facts. According jo the table 
the wealth per capita in Atlanta is ex- 
ceeded in the south at Wilmington, Del., 


Savannah, Augusta and  Loeuisvilie. 
Augusta leads ihe list in this 


respect. The rate of tax is lower 
in Atlanta than in most of tlie other 
southern towns named in the list, but it 
exceeds the fate in any one of the Mas- 
sachusetts towns. This is accounted for 
in the much greater wealth per capita of 
the towns in Massachusetts. Some of 
the latter contain twice as much property 
- per capita as can be found in-any south- 
ern town. The per capita taxation in 
Newton, for example, is $18.77, while in 
Atlanta it is only $10.58, and yet the 
rate of tax in Newton is only $1.34, 
while it is $2.20in Atlanta. Theaverage 
Newtonian i¢ meéarly three times as 
wealthy as the average inhabitant of 


Atlanta, and this makes the taxes in the 
one case easy, while in the other they 
are burdensome. 

Mr. Vorter, who prepared the censns 


places the assessed valuation of Atlanta 
at $18,000,000, of Augusta at $13,720,651, 
of Macon at $6,222,000, and of Savanah et 
$15,242,329; the net debt of Atlanta at 
$2 180,000, of Augusta at 31,909,019, of 
Macon at $745,000, and of Savannah at 
$3,424,000; the revenue for the 
last fiscal year oi Atlante 
at $343,485, of Augusta $475,225, 
of Macon $108604, and of Savannah 
$514,584. The bonded debt of the four 
cities amounts to $3,537,000, on account 
of which last vear Atianta paid $20 4,205; 
Augusta, $305,883; Macon, $49,000, and 
Savannah $249,590. The four cities pay 
to the bondgolders each year about 
$300,000, out of a total expenditure 
amounting to $1,387, 015.

The Commission and tne Railroads. 


Only the other day, THe Constitution, 
discussing the effects of the rail way law 
under which the present board of com- 
mission was organized, drew from the 
Savannah News tle admission that the 
present prosperity of the leading railways 
of the etate is of an extraordinary kind, 
and that the shorter aad less important 
lines are proportionately prosperous. 
Furthermore, the News declared that this 
prosperity isin spite of the commission, 
albeit it persisted in asserting in round 
terms that, notwithstanding the roads 
are prosperous in spite. of the commnis- 
sion, the members of the board have 
been in full control of the business and 
affairs of the railways ever siuce the law 
came into effect. 

It must be obvious, as THe Coxstitvu- 
TION pointed out, that if Ue railway cor- 
porations are to be prosperous in spite of 
the commission when the conditions are 
favorabie to prosperity, the law under 
which the board operates is by no means 
as oppressive as the Savannah News 
would have it appear. The News, tloun- 
dering around in a pit of its own digging, 
modifies its oft-repeated assertion that 
the existence of the railway commission 
would arrest and prevent the further in- 
vestment of capital in Georgia railways; 
and endeavors to escape the fact that, 
during the past few months, more than 
40,000 shares of Georgia railway stocks 
have been purchased for investment 
by New York capitalists by asserting 
that capital placed ina road already built 
is one thing, while capital placed ina 
projected road is another and quite a 
different thing. These are not the exact 
words of the News, but it is fair to as- 
sume this to be the meaning of its recent 
allusion to “the great difference between 
“roads already built and those in “con- 
“templation.”” The only difference be- 
tween roads already built and those in 
contemplation in Georgia is the difference 
between that which is and that which is 
not. Tur Constitution concedes, with- 
out argument, that this is a “great 
“difference,” but there is no difference 
.between the investment of capital in one 
andthe inyestment of capital in the 
other—particularly if the operations of 


the railway law are as repres- 
sive and obstructive as the 
“nosition’ of the News assumes 


them to be. A road “in contem- 
“plation’’ will have, when completed,pre- 
cisely the same relations with the com- 
mission as the railways now in existence 
—and no more. If the result of the law 
is wnat the Savannah News describes it 
to be, a railroad now in operation bas no 
advantage over arailroad “in contempla- 
“ton,” and the'capitalist who investa his 
money in the one is as foolish as the cap- 
italist who invests his money in the 
other. Lut thy result of the law is not 
what the News describes it to be. 1t has 
been demonstrated that the operations 
of the commission are neither repressive 
nor obstructive to railway interests. 
The corporations were never more 
prosperous in Georgia than they are to- 
day. The best stocks were never held 
at higher figures, and the corporations 
never had better prospects of making 
dividends, 

All this, The Constirvrion is free fo 
admit is in spite of the railroad commis- 
sion. In other words, the work of the 
commission has not had the remotest 
tendency to obstruct or prevent the pros- 
perity of the roads. They are left free to 
reap all the advantages of their legiti- 
inate business and the legitimate profits 
accruing thereunder, and there is not a 
railroad manager in the state, whose 
opinion is entitled to any weight, who 
will venture to assert that the policy 
of the commission has obstructed or in- 
terfered with the prosperity of the roads. 

As to whether the policy of the com- 
mission has prevented the investment Gf 
capital in railway enterprises the facts 
must speak for themselves. Since the 
beard was established, a number of new 
lines have been “in contemplation” and 
some of them have been completed. If 
the News should insist on an enumera- 
tion it would be possible to topple its ar- 
gument over by a quotation from its own 
columns. The readers of the News are 
told, for instance, that the Waycross and 
Jacksonyille railroad -will be formally 


firat of May. This road has been ia 
course of construction, as the News 
would say, in spite of the. com- 
mission, and yet it has been com- 
pleted. It is to be presumed that in 
order to construct and complete this road 
the investment of capital was necessary. 
If so, that investment has taken place in 
spite of the repeated warnings of the 
Savannah News. 

The truth is that the various publica- 
tions in the editorial columns of the 
News have done vastly more injury to 
the railroad enterprises of the state, par- 
ticularly those “ip contemplation,” than 
a half dozen railroad commissions could 
possibly do. Those at a distance, who 
get their information from the News, are 
of the opinion that the commission is 
gradually killing out the railroad inter+ 
ests of Georgia, destroying their value 
and retarding their growth. Tur Cow- 
sTiruTION has an instance of this rigbs at 
hand.
